At a large and respectable meeting 
of the students of Pennsylvania Col­ 
lege, assembled in the College Chap­ 
el on the 16th of January, for the 
purpose of forming an Anti-Tobacco 
Society. I. H artm an was called to 
the chair and E. Fry appointed sec­ 
retary. 
When, on m otion. Messrs Diehl. 
Sloan. Heck Leas and Lepley were 
appointed to draft resolutions ex- j 
pressive of tile sense of this meet- j 
ing. and a constitution whereby the j 
society shall be governed—who. after 
retiring for some tim e reported th** 
following: 
WTiereas th e nauseous practice of 
using tobacco, in various methods, 
is so prevalent, its pernicious effects j 
on the physical constitution of man 
so visible, and the loathsomeness so 
intolerable, th at a change in the 
offensive habit has become highly 
necessary. 
We feel convinced that j 
a reform ation in regard to the dis­ 
gusting practice is so desirable, dis­ 
tated by gentility as well as m oral­ 
ity, that it dem ands a vigorous exer­ 
tion to suppress so despicable a hab­ 
it. 
The cause particularly recom- J 
mends itself to persons of our age 
and situation, conscious, moreover, 
of the necessity of a prompt and j 
vigorous cooperation with those who 
in different parts of our country 
have formed themselves into asso­ 
ciations for the purpose of directing 
the attention of the public to the 
impropriety and immortality of an 
excessive use of tobacco, and conse­ 
quently directing their influence for 
the discouragem ent of the evil, and 
for preventing the youth yet un­ 
habituated to it. from commencing 
the disgusting practice the resolu­ 
tions have been adopted.

TAKE FGOD TO 


CEBOID FOLK 


Airplane and Blimp Deliver 
Supplies lo Islanders Ma­ 
rooned in Bar. 


Baltimore, Fob. 3. 
Food 
and 
other necessities were taken Sun­ 
day by dirigible and airplane to the 
I 500 residents of Smith Island. Md., 
and neighboring Tangier Island. Va., 
who have been belated for ll days 
in the ice-locked Chesapeake bay. 
The food—1.000 pounds furnished 
by the W ashington headquarters of 
tile Red Cross and carried in a com­ 
mercial blimp commanded by Com­ 
m ander Karl Lange, and other sup­ 
plies sent by plane by Albanus Phil­ 
lips, of Cambridge. Md —arrived as 
the last supply of edibles was run­ 
ning out on the islands. 
W H. Bradshaw, mayor of Cris­ 
field, ten miles across the bay from 
the islands and their closest connec­ 
tion with the mainland, said he un­ 
derstood the islands now had enough 
food to last a week. 
Meanwhile. Major Charles A Mas­ 
son and Capt Harold R. Bohlman, of 
the flying cor)>s of the M aryland 
national guard, after a flight over 
the islands Sunday afternoon, said 
they would be prepared this morning 
to take any food, clothing, medicines 
or other supplies to the islands from 
Baltimore. 
The pilots placed th n r services at 


the command of the local Red e ro s. 
Blanchard Randall. Jr.. acting head 
of the local chapter. Immediately 
started local aid machinery moving 
in the event it is needed. 
The two air officers brought to 
Baltimore the first direct inform a­ 
tion to he received from the islands 
in more than a wreek. 
They left 
Baltimore about noon and returned 
to Logan Field shortly after 3 p. rn. 
While the “sight of the frozen bay 
is a very beautiful one, it still is u n ­ 
believable,” they said. 


M essage From Skies 
“We flew' over Tangier, where we 
saw a plane landed on the ice and 
another plane circling.” Major Mas­ 
son said. 
“Thinking things looked 
well in hand there, we flew over to 
Sm ith Island. There are three small 
towns on the island, which in real­ 
ity are three small islands sepalled 
by marshes. 
“At Tylertown we saw people in 
front of a church and dropped a 
message wrapped in a handkerchief 
as we had no other equipment for 
dropping it. 
Our message said, If 
you need food, come out on the ice 
and wave.’ 
About eighty-five per­ 
sons came out on the ice and waved 
a large white cloth. 
They also 
txckonod us down, but we feared to 
land lest we might skid and m ight 
endanger the people themselves.’’ 
Captain Bohlman. acting as ob- 


thc plane, said another message was 
dropped at the second village, Ewell.
